Senator Oliver of Allen county Is 
opposed to allowing clgsrets to be 
sold In Kentucky, and has Introduced 
a bill which not only prohibits their 
sale, but prevents the selling or giv- 
ing away of eigaret paper or any sub- 
stitute therefor. Several attempts 
have been made at former sessions 
to pass such a bill, but somehow it 
was always defeated. Senator Oliver 
will work hard to have this bill push- 
ed through as he thinks clgarets are 
ruining the health of more boys than 
any other one thing known.

A law of this 
character Is deemed of the utmost 
Importance, especially In tracing 
heirs to property. As the law now Is. 
It Is almost Impossible to find any 
record as to births or deaths, and 
thia fact has robbed many a widow 
and orphan of a deserved legacy. ^

Senator Claude Thomas of Bourbon 
believes it is time for Kentucky to 
take some Interest In conserving her 
forests and water supply, nnd to that 
end has Introduced a bill appropriat- 
ing $20,000 for the purpose of paying 
for the operation of a state board of 
forestry. The bill provides for a 
board of seven, to be composed of the 
governor director of Btate experiment 
station, state forester (to be selected 
and becoming n member of the board 
after Ills selection) and four ot .er 
citizens. Rules and regulations for 
the conduet of the business of pro- 
tecting the forests und water supply 
are included In the bill, which is a 
very comprehensive one. Mr. Thomas 
will use every endeavor to have the 
bill become a law, as he believes It 
will not be many years till Kentucky 
will be entirely denuded of trees un- 
less something Is done to prevent un- 
necessary waste of tho present sup- 
ply.

The county unit local option exten- 
sion bill was the very first bill Intro- 
duced at this session, and it will be 
pushed vigorously by Its friends. The 
county unit law now applies to all 
counties except those containing 
cities of the first, second, thl'M and 
fourth classes. In other words, cities 
of the first four classes can now vote 
separately from the county ltj which 
they arc situated, on the liquor ques- 
tion. but If the law Is extended as Is 
proposed In the bill Just introduced, 
no city will be excepted and the 
whole population Inside tpe boundary 
lines of a county must vote ns a 
whole on the question at the same 
time. The law as It now stands has 
a provision to the effect that If a 
county should go “wet” as a whole, 
yet all that part of the county that 
had theretofore been "dry" should re- 
main "dry.” This same extension bill 
came within an eyelush of passing 
two years ago. It passed the house 
almost unanimously, aud would have 
passed the senate had It ever come 
to a vote. It took a little piece of 
the shrewdest parliamentary work 
ever executed In the senate to keep 
it from reaching a vote, and the man 
who worked It was not a member of 
the legislature, and was not employ- 
ed by the liquor Interests In any ca- 
pacity whatever. He was not even 
asked to exercise his parliamentary 
skill, but did It at the critical mo- 
ment just because he wanted to do 1L
